"no chemical cures of any form 
of cancer in, man have 
been 


achieved to date." 


The institute, research unit of 


the Memorial Center for Cancer 
and Allied Diseases, has the larg- 
est chemical testing p r o g r a m 
among cancer research units. 


The report said the drug that 


routinely cured all cases of Jensen 
sarcoma in rats is known as TEM 
—triethylene melamine—and was 
developed at the institute. 


The institute's seventh annual 


progress report summed up the re- 
sults of its research in chemical 
injection aimed at starving or 
poisoning cancer cells in mice and 
rats. 


The results, the report said, 


'justify 
the hope that further 


study may reveal compounds cap- 
able of achieving permanent cure 
in man. not only of leukemia 
(blood cancer) but eventually of 
other forms of cancer now beyond 
control." 


A compound of combined P-165 


and 6-MP has been credited with 
curing 98 per cent of one type of 
leukemia in mice and with 'being 
effective in arresting some types 
of leukemia in humans. 


The institute said its record with 


TEM on rats is believed to be the 
first 100 per cent effective cure on 
animals with chemicals.

She 
disappeared from the home of 
Mrs. Roberts' parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Harry Rosenberg.

The child's absence was discov- 


ered at 1:10 a. m. when Mrs. Ros- 
enberg was awakened by the 
sound of a car roaring away from 
her home. 
Police on a routine 


patrol found the car at 5:20 a. m. 
between Bayshore drive and the 
bay shore. 


A score of officers fanned out 


from the abandoned car and one 
of them found Judith Ann's body at 
6:15 a. m. in a clump of bushes 
a block south of where the car 
was discovered. 


She had been beaten on the head, 


apparently with a heavy instru- 
ment. Her body was caked with 
blood and dirt, indicating she had 
put up a brave fight for her life. 


A piece of gauze was twisted 


about her throat and police said 
it appeared 
the material had 


been used to strangle her. 


No Ransom Attempt 


Homicide detectives I. J. Whit- 


man and Charles Sapp said ther« 
was no indication that an attempt 
had been made to collect ransom. 
Mrs. Roberts said she and her 
husband, James, were in moderate 
circumstances and not a likely 
target for a ransom kidnaping. 


Mrs. Roberts said her husband 


was defeated recently in a cam- 
paign for a seat in the Maryland 
House of Delegates. She said she 
had considered but discarded the 
thought that the crime might have 
been committed by a political en- 
emy. 


The Federal Bureau of Investi- 


gation had oidered a statewide 
search for the kidnaper before th» 
body was found.

Roberts was away from home, 


conferring w'th a client who is 
seeking a Florida divoice when 
the child's disappearance was dis- 
covered, police said. He returned 
a few minutes after police and FBI 
agents arrived. 


The family left Baltimore last 


Saturday to drive to Miami for 
their annual summer visit with 
Mi s. Roberts' parents. 


The kidnaper apparently went 


into Rosenberg's bedioom. stole 
the keys to his car from the. pock- 
ets of his trousers, then took the 
child fiorn the studio couch in the 
living room where she was asleep, 
police said.

WASHINGTON—<£> — This country's mountainous farm surplus, 


ranging from wheat to cotton. IB bulging in bins and warehouses. The 
government has had to take it over from farmers. The stock on hand 
May 31 was worth $6,109,295,000 


Congress last week passed a bill 


to let the government get rid of 
on« billion dollar* of it: 700 mil- 
lions through sale to foreign coun- 
tries; and 300 millions as a give- 
away to countries in need. For in- 
stance*, where there's famine. 


That will lave Uncle Sam with 


five billion dollars worth of the 
stuff still on his hands. Som« of 
it, like cotton, can keep for years. 
It would come in handy in an 
emergency, like war. What can't 
keep will have to be disposed of 
somehow. 


Can't Sell It 


The government can t sell it on 


the open market in this country. 
That would ruin farm prices. The 
very reason for buying it from 
farmers and storing it is to keep 
prices up and save farmers from 
the rum of their overproduction 
' If this seems like a crazy pro- 
gram, it's at least long-establish- 
ed, and repeatedly has been ap- 
proved by Congress It's based on 
the theory that, when necessary, 
the government should step in to 
avert a farm depression which 
might soon hit the rest of the 
country 


This is an example of how the 


new sell-and-giveaway law, to get 
rid of some of the surplus, would 
work • 


Sells Abroad 


Some f o i e i g n country, say 


France, wants wheat but doesn't 
have enough dollars to pay for it, 
This country will sell France the 
wheat it needs — not at the high 
American once but at a lower 
foreign price — and accept French 
money in payment 
With this 


French money the United States 
buys goods from France, perhaps 
raw materials, or pays the cost of 
an American air base in France. 


Or, some other country has a 


famine, needs wheat, but can't pay 
for it. In that case the government 
can give away up to 300 million 
dollars worth of its surplus wheat 


This will give an idea of the 


enormous surplus the governmenl 
now has on its hands

Suddenly, the impact of this gathering storm was felt 


at the palace. The pro-Red regime of President Jacobo 
Arbenz Guzman resigned, and was replaced by a military 
junta under Col. Carlos Enrique Diaz. 


Distant observers were skeptical of the move, Icaung a 


trick by Arbenz 
Even the junta's outlawing of the Com- 


munist Party failed to convince. 
Colonel Costello said the 


war would go on until the government met rebel demands 
for the complete crushing of the country's Communist ele- 
ments. 
There followed another palace coup, with another junta 


headed by tough Col. Elfego J. Monzon moving in to replace 
Colonel Diaz. This time the Reds were really given the axe. 
The action satisfied rebel leaders. And under the auspices 
of the Organization of American States, a cease-fire was 
.arranged. 


Thus, though the rebels never put a ground force in the 


capital and never took more than a fair portion of the coun- 
try, their persistence, their tiny but damaging .air force, and 
the moral backing given anti-Communist elements by the 
United States produced the dramatic ouster of the Reds 
and their sympathizers.

How much material assistance, how much strategic 


guidance this country might have given the rebels may not 
be known for some time. Indications are it was not much. 


What did count heavily was the presence of American 


Ambassador John Peurifoy, symbol of the great power of 
the north. Quietly but forcefully, he lent moral strength to 
the men who were emboldened to overturn Arbenz and clean 
out the Communists. 


The Communist sore spot in the Western Hemisphere 


was rubbed out while it was still small. That it could hap- 
pen as it did must be set down as a minor miracle. But it 
did occur, and it spells victory. Happily, we were not afraid 
to use at least some of our weight quickly and effectively. 


The need for unflagging vigilance close to home is an 


obvious lesson from Guatemala. A bigger one may be this: 
America must use its moral and material power speedily, 
in the early stages of trouble, if it would really wipe out or 
check the Communist cancers that arise to infect this globe. 
In many cases it i$ now too late; but Guatemala provided 
instruction for the future.

Recent entries in his treasure- 
hunting log indicate Fuller was 
convinced he was nearing his goal. 


Apparently he met death when 


dynamite fumes caused him to fall 
from a ledge inside the shaft to 
the bottom. Two sailors working 
with him found the body.

It is 
faced with a gi owing shortage of 
trained pharmacists. 


Enrollment Dro|w 


"Enrollment in the country's 75 


pharmacy colleges has dropped 25 
per cent," said Carl Willmgham, 
secretary-treasurer of the National 
Assn. of Chain Drug Stores. "They 
graduated 5,000 pharmacists five 
years ago, only 4,000 last year." 


This falling enrollment has led 


the American Assn. of Colleges of 
Pharmacy to issue 150,000 book- 
lets to high school career advisers 
citing the opportunities in the 
corner drugstore. 


The United States has some 


105,000 registered pharmacists—1 
out of 10 is a woman-—of whom 
about 90,000 are employed in the 
nation's 55,000 drug stores. The 
rest work m hospitals, government 
bureaus, research projects or for 
manufacturing firms. 


But a steadily increasing popula- 


tion and growing interest in health 
have spurred a need for more, 
not fewer pharmacists.
